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New Members 


JosE GUTIERREZ G6MEZ, REPRESENTA- 
TIVE OF CotomB1a.—On November 14, 1957, 
the Council of the Organization of American 
States extended a cordial welcome to the 
new Representative of Colombia on the 
Council and Ambassador to the United 
States, José Gutiérrez Gémez. 

Ambassador Gutiérrez Gémez is a gradu- 
ate of the School of Law and Political 
Science of the University of Antioquia, 
Medellin, Colombia, and in 1956 received 
an honorary degree of Doctor of Economic 
Science from that University. 

From 1932 to 1935 he was manager of the 
Casa de Crédito Agrario (agricultural credit 
institution), in Cali, Colombia, and from 
1935 to 1946 he was manager of the Uribe 
Angel Laboratory, in Medellin. He served 
as Executive President of the National 
Industrial Association of Colombia from 
1946 to 1957. 

Dr. Gutiérrez Gémez has been a member 
of a number of economic committees and 
missions and in 1952 was a delegate to the 
United Nations General Assembly. 


Trsurcio Carfas, REPRESENTATIVE OF 
Honpuras.—On November 14, 1957, the 
Council also welcomed Ambassador Tibur- 
cio Carias, new Honduran Representative 
on the Council and Ambassador of Honduras 
to the United States. 

Ambassador Carfas holds a degree of 
Doctor of Laws from the University of 
Mexico and has studied international law 
and economics at Oxford University in 
England. 

He was chairman of the Honduran dele- 
gation to the United Nations Preparatory 
Commission and, from 1949 to 1953, was

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his country’s permanent representative to 
the United Nations. He has been a member 
of the Honduran delegation to each Session 
of the General Assembly from the First 
through the Eleventh, and has also repre- 
sented his country at many international 
conferences and on a number of diplomatic 
missions. 

From 1948 to 1955 Ambassador Carias 
was the Diplomatic Representative of 
Honduras to Great Britain. 


Activities of the Council during the last four 
months of 1957' 


ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN AND VICE CHAIR- 
MAN FoR 1957-1958.—Article 18 of the 
Regulations of the Council of the Organiza- 
tion provides that the election of Chairman 
and Vice Chairman be held each year at the 
last regular meeting of the month of Novem- 
ber and that the representatives elected at 
that time shall take office immediately. 

In accordance with this provision, the 
Council, on November 20, 1957, elected as 
Chairman Ambassador Eduardo Augusto 
Garcia, Representative of Argentina, and 
as Vice Chairman Ambassador Gonzalo J. 
Facio, of Costa Rica. The new officers, who 
will serve until November 1958, succeed, 
respectively, Ambassador Fernando Lobo, 
Representative of Brazil, and Ambassador 
José Luis Cruz Salazar, Representative of 
Guatemala. 


CONSIDERATION OF THE VENEZUELAN 
PROPOSAL FOR AN Economic Funp.—At the 
meeting of September 13, 1956, the Council 
of the Organization referred to the govern- 
ments of the member states a proposal made 
by the President of Venezuela on the es-

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tablishment of an inter-American economic 
fund.? The Council requested the govern- 
ments to make known their observations on 
the proposal at the meeting of March 6, 
1957. 

In view of the importance of the matter a 
number of representatives stated that their 
governments wished more time to consider 
the proposal. Consequently, the Council, on 
February 20, 1957, acceded to a request of 
the Venezuelan government that the period 
for submitting observations on the proposal 
be extended to September 6, 1957. On that 
date and on September 16 and 18, the 
Venezuelan proposal was considered in great 
detail. Unfortunately, there was no general 
agreement as to the means of establishing 
the economic fund. When this became 
apparent the Representative of Venezuela 
made the following statement: 


... This delegation is aware of the economic, 
financial, political and other difficulties that might 
have deterred some countries from subscribing to 
the plan proposed by Venezuela. Moreover, to 
recognize this would be more constructive than 
would any further postponement. Since no unani- 
mous agreement has been reached on the basic part 
of our suggestion and all the periods set for [the 
submittal of observations] have expired without 
the Council stating categorically the opinions of 
the governments of America on the Venezuelan 
plan, the proposal of President Pérez Jiménez is 
without effect, and the Delegation of Venezuela 
so declares. The Government of Venezuela reit- 
erates once more its willingness to cooperate in 
any plan with similar aims that might be suggested 
here, since it is not its intention to make a point 
of honor of its viewpoint nor to defend it to the 
exclusion of another or others that may be pre- 
sented inspired by the same aims. We believe that, 
in nations, as in individuals, it is not enough to 
have ideals. It is necessary to put them into effect. 
International movements that aspire to form 
groups of countries united by common ideals, such 
as Pan Americanism, can never be more than 
meaningless abstractions until they prove con- 
cretely the efficacy of their principles and ideolo- 
gies. The proposal presented in Panama by Presi-

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dent Pérez Jiménez is a clear expression of the 
manner in which the Government of Venezuela 
interprets inter-American solidarity. It was made 
to give this solidarity effective and tangible sup- 
port, as it would serve the most immediate and 
urgent needs of the brother countries. To con- 
clude, we state that the Government of Venezuela 
plans to conduct bilateral negotiations with the 
same goal that inspired the proposal made in 
Panama by President Pérez Jiménez. Venezuela 
expresses its most sincere thanks to all those coun- 
tries that supported its proposal or spoke to en- 
dorse it. For these reasons, the Delegation of 
Venezuela respectfully requests the Chairman to 
close the discussion on the subject. 


In accordance with the request of the 
Venezuelan Representative, the Chairman 
of the Council declared the discussion of the 
proposed economic fund to be closed. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE INTER-AMERICAN 
Nucitear EnerGy Commission.—Recom- 
mendation 24° of the Inter-American Com- 
mittee of Presidential Representatives (Crr) 
proposed the establishment of a technical 
commission, within the Oas, for research, 
training, consultation, and exchange of 
information in the peaceful application of 
nuclear energy. The Crr recommendation 
suggested a number of points with regard 
to the functioning and organization of the 
commission and requested that the repre- 
sentatives on the Council of the Oas be 
instructed to take the steps necessary for 
the organization of the commission. 

At the Council meeting of November 6, 
1957, the Representative of the United 
States submitted a draft resolution on the 
organization of the Inter-American Nuclear 
Energy Commission’. In presenting the 
draft resolution the United States Repre- 
sentative pointed out that he did not 
expect the Council to take action on it 
immediately but put it forward at that 
time in order to give the Council members

sufficient time to consider the matter 
thoroughly. The Council agreed to hold a 
special meeting within two weeks to consider 
the draft resolution and hear the points of 
view of the governments on the recom- 
mendations of the Cpr. 

In accordance with this decision the 
Council met on November 21, 1957, to dis- 
cuss the United States draft resolution on 
the nuclear energy commission, in particular, 
and the other recommendations of the 
Inter-American Committee of Presidential 
Representatives in general. The Representa- 
tives on the Council were unanimous in their 
support of the proposed Inter-American 
Nuclear Energy Commission and_ the 
following resolution was approved: 


WHEREAS: 

The Inter-American Committee of Presidential 
Representatives (Cpr) pointed out in Recommen- 
dation 24 that ‘“‘The peaceful application of nu- 
clear energy constitutes one of the most important 
fields for inter-American collaboration and is 
therefore one in which the Organization of Ameri- 
can States should play a role’’; 

The Inter-American Committee of Presidential 
Representatives recommended that there be estab- 
lished within the Oas a commission of a technical 
nature, to be called the Inter-American Nuclear 
Energy Commission (IANEc) on which, it was sug- 
gested, the member states of the Organization 
would be represented by officials familiar with 
their respective nuclear energy programs, accom- 
panied by such advisers as they might need; and 

It is now desirable to take the necessary steps 
for the organization of the proposed commission 
and the initiation of its work, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To establish a special committee of seven 
members, to: 

a. Prepare, for consideration and approval by 
the Council of the Oas, a draft statute of 
the IANEc, based upon the principles stated 
in paragraph 2.a of Recommendation 24 of 
the Cpr; and 

b. Recommend to the Council such other 

preparatory measures as it might take for 
the holding of the first meeting of the 
IANEc. 
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2. To request the Secretary General to: 

a. Make an initial survey of needs for research 
and training in the field of nuclear energy 
and its utilization for peaceful purposes, to 
be considered at the first meeting of the 
IANEC; 

b. Make a survey of the bibliographical and 
informational services in regard to nuclear 
energy and its application for peaceful 
purposes that are available to the govern- 
ments and to private institutions in the 
American countries, and propose to the 
Ianec a plan for the establishment of such 
services in this field as the Oas might use- 
fully provide; and 

c. Assist in other necessary preparatory work. 

The Chairman of the Council appointed 
the Representatives of Argentina, Brazil, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Peru, the United States, 
and Venezuela as members of the special 
committee. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE FELLOWSHIP PRO- 
GRAM OF THE Oas.—At the meeting held 
November 25, 1957, the Council of the 
Organization considered a draft resolution 
presented by the Delegation of Brazil on 
the organization of a fellowship program of 
the Oas. The draft resolution was presented 
as a result of Recommendation 22 of the 
Inter-American Committee of Presidential 
Representatives.5 That recommendation 
urged the establishment of a fellowship 
program, as a regular activity of the Oas, 
that would be in addition to, but apart from, 
the scholarships and fellowships now being 
offered by the various member states and 
the specialized organizations and programs 
of the Organization. The Council appointed 
a special committee, composed of the 
Representatives of Brazil, Costa Rica, 
Ecuador, Panama, and the United States, to 
study the draft resolution, and agreed to 
hold a special meeting on November 29 to 
consider the committee’s report. 

On November 29, the committee informed 
the Council that it had studied the draft

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resolution with care and had made only a 
few amendments in it. After a brief discus- 
sion, the Council unanimously approved 
the following resolution: 


WHEREAS: 

The need for education and technical and voca- 
tional training in the hemisphere is becoming ever 
greater and more urgent; 

The Inter-American Committee of Presidential 
Representatives recommended that a program of 
500 fellowships be initiated as a regular activity 
of the Organization of American States and that 
it have, among other objectives, that of supple- 
menting the technical cooperation activities of 
the Organization; 

The committee recommended that this program 
be carried out pursuant to the general policy to be 
established by the Council of the Organization, 
with the advice of its competent technical organs 
in accordance with the provisions of the Charter; 
and 

Resolution 1v of the Economic Conference of 
the Organization of American States supported 
Recommendation 22 of the Inter-American Com- 
mittee of Presidential Representatives and pro- 
posed that the fellowship program be properly 
coordinated with other technical cooperation ac- 
tivities carried on in Latin America, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To initiate gradually, beginning on July 1, 
1958, as a regular activity of the Organization of 
American States, the fellowship program dealt 
with in Recommendation 22 of the Inter-American 
Committee of Presidential Representatives. 

2. To establish a special committee of seven 
members, who will be appointed by the Chairman 
of the Council from among its members, to study 
and propose, as soon as possible, the general policy 
that should be followed in carrying out the pro- 
gram, taking as a basis Recommendation 22 of the 
Inter-American Committee of Presidential Rep- 
resentatives and the pertinent resolutions of the 
Economic Conference of the Organization. 

3. To call upon the competent organs of the 
Council, the Secretary General of the Organiza- 
tion, and the Executive Director of the Program 
of Technical Cooperation, when necessary, for 
such technical advice as the special committee 
requires. 

4. To authorize the Secretary General to utilize 
during the present fiscal year, after consultation 
with the Finance Committee, monies from the 


Working Capital Fund, in an amount not to exceed 
$20,000, to cover the expenditures connected with 
preparations for the organization and operation 
of the fellowship program. 


The Representatives of Brazil, Chile, 
Colombia, El Salvador, Haiti, Panama, and 
the United States were appointed as mem- 
bers of the special committee. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE ORGANI- 
ZATION PLAN OF THE PAN AMERICAN HiGu- 
way ConGresses.—Resolution 1° of the 
Seventh Pan American Highway Congress, 
held in Panama City, August 1-10, 1957, 
requested the Council of the Oas to amend 
the Organization Plan of the Highway 
Congresses to increase the number of 
representatives on the Permanent Executive 
Committee of the Congresses from seven to 
nine. Resolution xvi’ of that same Congress 
then designated nine countries to compose 
the committee. On October 2, 1957, the 
Council of the Organization referred Resolu- 
tion 111 to the Committee on Inter-American 
Organizations. 

At the Council meeting of November 6, 
the committee presented a report® regarding 
the proposed amendments to the Organiza- 
tion Plan of the Pan American Highway 
Congresses. The committee called attention 
to the fact that Article 14 of the Organization 
Plan provides for amendment of the Plan 
only when “the proposed amendments are 
made known to the... governments and to 
the Council of the Organization of American 
States, through the Permanent Secretariat, 
at least four months prior to the date set for 
the Congress.” The committee further 
pointed out that since these steps had not 
been taken the proposed amendments had 
not been presented in conformity with 
established procedure. However, the com- 
mittee felt that the Permanent Executive

Committee should function as constituted 
under the proposed amendment and as 
elected in Resolution xvi, until the 
meeting of the Eighth Congress in 1960. 
The committee presented a draft resolution 
to that effect which was approved by the 
Council at the November 6 meeting. 


At the meeting held December 23, 1957, 
the matter was re-opened by the Representa- 
tive of Mexico who suggested that the 
November 6 resolution be amended slightly. 
The members of the Council agreed to the 
amendments suggested and the resolution 
finally approved reads as follows: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HAVING SEEN: 

The report on proposed amendments to the Or- 
ganization Plan of the Pan American Highway 
Congresses, submitted by the Committee on Inter- 
American Organizations, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To state that the procedure followed by the 
Seventh Pan American Highway Congress in 
amending the Organization Plan of the Pan Ameri- 
can Highway Congresses is not in conformity with 
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the provisions of Article 14 of the Organization 
Plan, and therefore the election of nine members 
instead of seven to the Permanent Executive Com- 
mittee deviates from the procedure set forth in 
Article 9 of the Plan. 

2. Notwithstanding the foregoing statement, 
to state—although this action does not set a prece- 
dent for similar situations in the future, but is 
taken for important practical reasons—that the 
Permanent Executive Committee thus constituted 
is empowered to perform its duties until the next 
Congress, with the understanding that thereat the 
Permanent Executive Committee will be elected 
in accordance with the provisions of the Organiza- 
tion Plan. 


Protrocotary MeEetines.—During the 
period covered by this number the Council 
of the Organization met three times to 
receive visiting dignitaries of the member 
states. On September 17, 1957, a protocolary 
meeting was held in honor of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of Guatemala, Jorge Skinner 
Klee. Manuel Barrau Peldez, Bolivian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs was honored at 
the meeting held October 3, and the Para- 
guayan Minister of Foreign Affairs, Ratl 
Sapena Pastor, was received on October 9.

Work ProGraM For 1958-1959.—At the 
October 30 session of the 1957 special 
annual meeting I-A Ecosoc received from 
the Committees on Economic and Social 
Cooperation reports on their work in the 
drafting of the work program for the fiscal 
year 1958-59. There was also a_ verbal 
report from the rapporteur of the Committee 
on Technical Cooperation on the same 
matter. These three committees had _ pre- 
pared the sections of the work program on 
activities in the economic field, in the 
social field, and in the field of technical 
cooperation, respectively. 

The proposed work program was discussed 
at the October 30 meeting and at the 
meetings held October 31, November 1 and 
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4, In the course of these meetings some 
changes were made in the draft program 
and at the November 4 meeting a draft 
resolution approving the program was 
presented. Due to the lack of a quorum, 
action on the resolution was postponed 
until the meeting held November 7, at 
which time the following resolution (19/57) 
was approved: 

WHEREAS: 

Article 21.d of the Statutes of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Economic and Social Council provides that 
the Council shall determine its work program for 
the ensuing fiscal year at its special annual meet- 
ing; and 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States has to be informed of this work program, 
so that it may be considered for the purposes set 
forth in Article 43 of the above-mentioned Stat- 
utes, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To approve the work program for the fiscal 
year 1958-1959, as given in document ES-RAE- 
Doc. 8/57. 

2. To transmit the aforesaid work program to 
the Council of the Organization of American 
States, with the statement that, for the purposes 
of Article 43 of its Statutes, it has no observations 
to make on the proposed budget of the Pan Ameri- 
can Union, prepared by the Secretary General for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1959, inasmuch as 
it considers the budget to be adequate for the 
execution of the work program.

ProGRAM OF TECHNICAL COOPERATION 
FoR 1958.—At the meeting of November 13, 
1957, the Committee on Technical Coopera- 
tion of I-A Ecosoc submitted a report? to 
the Council on the Program of Technical 
Cooperation of the Oas for the calendar 
year 1958. The report is printed below. 


1. The Committee on Technical Cooperation 


2 Document ES-T-i-2/57, Rev. 1, Pan American Union, No- 
vember 8, 1957. : 
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presents this report and the proposed Program of 
Technical Cooperation of the Organization of 
American States for 1958 to the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council for consideration. 

2. The committee has made a detailed study of 
the proposed Program presented to the Council 
by the Technical Cooperation Board, in which two 
budgets were proposed: one of $1,991,289, for a 
maximum level of operation, that is, the level 
necessary to achieve the full functioning of the 
projects; and another of $1,684,121, for a minimum 
level of operation for the different projects. When 
the committee considered the Program for 1958, it 
took into consideration only the minimum level 
of operation because, on the basis of the experi- 
ences of previous years, it could not count on 
having sufficient funds to cover the cost of the 
Program during 1958 under the larger budget. 
The committee took into account, in this connec- 
tion, the total estimated resources that are ex- 
pected to be available in 1958, according to the 
calculations of the Office of the Executive Di- 
rector. These resources are estimated, on the basis 
of the amounts pledged to the Program at present, 
at $1,615,068. 

3. The Technical Cooperation Board recom- 
mended that the same projects that were included 
in the Program for 1957 be continued in 1958 at 
levels of operation similar to those of the current 
year, but with certain budgetary increases to 
cover increases in administrative costs. In addi- 
tion, the Board made special recommendations 
regarding three of the projects. The Board pro- 
posed, on the basis of [the recommendation in the 
report on the future disposition of the projects of 
the Program, approved by] Resolution 13/57 of 
the Council, that Project 22, the Inter-American 
Housing Center, be continued under the Program 
until June 30, 1958, and that thereafter it become 
a part of the regular program of the Pan American 
Union, if the Council of the Oas approves. The 
Board recommended that sufficient funds be kept 
in the Working Capital Fund to finance the project 
during the remainder of the year, if the Council 
of the Oas does not approve the incorporation 
of the activities of the Center into those of the 
Pan American Union. On the assumption that the 
Government of Brazil will, during 1958, assume 
50 per cent of the budget of Project 29, the Pan 
American Training Center for the Evaluation of 
Natural Resources, the Board recommended that 
half the maximum budget of this project be in- 
cluded in the Program. However, it also recom- 
mended that, if the Program continues to finance 
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the whole proposed budget during 1958, it should 
do so at a minimum level of operation; to that end, 
it recommended that the Working Capital Fund 
have sufficient funds for this purpose, in case the 
Government of Brazil does not assume responsi- 
bility for part of the expenses of the project during 
1958. In the third recommendation, which refers 
to Project 77, the Pan American Foot and Mouth 
Disease Center, the Board recommended that 
adequate increases be made in the budget to cover 
the intensive program of field experimentation 
that the Center should carry out during the year 
with the aftosa vaccine. 

4. The committee made several changes in 
some of the budgets with a view to eliminating 
certain items, but without affecting the basic 
operation of the project. If other programs absorb 
part of the activities of Projects 22 and 29, it 
would not be necessary to have as large a Working 
Capital Fund as proposed, since allocations would 
not have to be made for the operation of these 
two projects. 

5. The committee reiterates its recommenda- 
tion of last year on the establishment of the Per- 
sonnel Replacement Fund. This fund, established 
by the Council when it approved the budget of 
the Program for 1957, consists of the amounts 
estimated as necessary for covering the cost of 
personnel replacement, if any, for each project 
during the year. Since this is a contingency item, 
it will only be used if contingencies occur. The 
committee therefore recommends that these 
amounts be allocated by the Executive Director 
of the Program only when necessary, and that 
unexpended balances be transferred to the Work- 
ing Capital Fund. The Personnel Replacement 
Fund should, in 1958, consist of the following 
items:

6. The committee also reiterates its recom- 
mendation that several appropriations be trans- 
ferred to the Accumulated Local Currency Funds 
account, so that they may be allocated to the 
projects by the Executive Director of the Pro- 
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gram. From these funds, the equivalents of $5,000 
and $3,000 would be placed at the disposal of 
Project 10 and the Office of the Executive Director, 
respectively, for publications. 

7. The committee likewise recommends that 
when any project requests additional local- 
currency funds from the Special Account for 
Technical Cooperation, for the purpose of defray- 
ing the expenses of activities that are compatible 
with the objectives assigned to it by the Council, 
the Executive Director be empowered to authorize 
their use up to the limits of the maximum budgets 
recommended by the Technical Cooperation 
Board. 

8. On the basis of the foregoing, the committee 
recommends that the Program of Technical 
Cooperation for 1958 include the following proj- 
ects, with the respective budgets:

9. For greater clarity and pursuant to the 
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respective provisions of the Bases for the Pro- 
gram of Technical Cooperation, the committee 
deemed it desirable to include in the following 
paragraphs information on the annual cash con- 
tributions made by the host countries. Data on 
contributions of tangible services and materials 
are not included, because it is impossible to make 
an advance estimate of their monetary value. 

10. Project 10, Inter-American Training Center 
for Economic and Financial Statistics. This proj- 
ect will operate in 1958 at the same general level 
as in 1957. When the Council approved the report 
on the future disposition of the projects of the 
Program (Resolution 13/57), it decided to extend 
the life of the project for four years, to enable 
the Government of Chile to take over responsi- 
bility for the Center. The Council also recom- 
mended that, if the host country should make a 
formal offer prior to the date on which the ex- 
tension is to expire, the transition period should 
begin with the fiscal year in which the offer is 
made. In this connection, the Representative of 
Chile, the cooperating agency, and the Executive 
Director of the Program informed the committee 
that the matter was still under consideration by 
the interested entities and that further informa- 
tion on the subject would be presented in the 
course of next year. The committee will continue 
to give consideration to this problem, with a view 
to presenting appropriate recommendations to 
the Council. In 1958, the cooperating agency will 
have available for the operation of the Center 
$151,640, from the Special Account for Technical 
Cooperation; 13,500,000 Chilean pesos, which it 
expects to receive from the host country; and the 
materials and services that are contributed to 
the Center. 

11. Project 22, Inter-American Housing Center. 
It has already been stated, in paragraph 3, that 
the Technical Cooperation Board made a special 
recommendation on Project 22. The Secretary 
General of the Organization of American States 
has included in the proposed budget of the Pan 
American Union for the fiscal year 1958-59 the 
amount of $273,950 for the operation of the Inter- 
American Housing Center. If the item for this 
project in the proposed budget is approved, the 
committee, bearing in mind Resolution 13/57 of 
I-A Ecosoc, recommends that $106,711 be included 
in the budget of the Program to finance the ac- 
tivities of the Center at a minimum level during 
the first six months of 1958, and, in addition, that 
$119,187 be included in the Working Capital Fund 
to enable these activities to be continued under 
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the Program of Technical Cooperation during the 
second half of 1958, if the Council of the Oas does 
not incorporate the Center into the regular pro- 
gram of the Pan American Union. 

The difference of $12,475 that appears in the 
item on contingencies for the second half of 1958 
consists of $3,235, which represents 50 per cent of 
the appropriation allocated to the Personnel 
Replacement Fund, and $9,240, for the purchase 
of equipment that the Center plans to acquire 
during 1958. The committee recommends, how- 
ever, that the last figure be considered by the 
Council when it reviews the fiscal situation in 
which the Center would be if its activities were 
not incorporated into the Pan American Union 
during 1958. 

In addition to the budget whose financing is 
recommended with funds from the Special Account 
for Technical Cooperation and the respective 
tangible services and materials, it is anticipated 
that the Center will have available 300,000 Colom- 
bian pesos from the cash contribution of the host 
country. 

12. Project 26, Inter-American Rural Normal 
School. Starting with 1958, the Inter-American 
Rural Normal School will give more intensive 
ten-month courses instead of the two-year courses 
that it has been giving heretofore. The courses 
will be designed to give advanced training to 
professors teaching in rural normal schools. Start- 
ing with 1958 also, an annual intensive three- 
month course will be given for principals of rural 
normal schools, directors of elementary education, 
and supervisors and superintendents of school 
groups and other similar types of rural-school 
organization. Of the 65 scholarships that will be 
offered for the ten-month course, 50 will be paid 
by the Program and the others by UNEsco. 
Twenty students with scholarships granted by 
Unesco will take the three-month course. The 
Technical Cooperation Board, in its report to 
the Council, suggested that, in view of the techni- 
cal and organizational changes that will be made 
in Project 26 as a result of the negotiations be- 
tween the cooperating agency and Unesco, the 
name of the Inter-American Rural Normal School 
be changed to the Inter-American Rural Educa- 
tion Center, beginning with 1958. The committee 
recommends this change, subject to the approval 
of the Government of Venezuela. It will be recalled 
that in the agreement concluded between the 
Pan American Union and that government, both 
agreed to name the Center the Inter-American 
Rural Normal School. When the committee 
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considered in detail the proposed budget for this 
project, it expressed the opinion that, while ne- 
gotiations with Unesco should be continued, 
under no circumstances should collaboration with 
that specialized agency of the United Nations 
increase the proposed budget that is financed with 
funds of the Program of Technical Cooperation 
of the Oas. The committee decided to reduce the 
proposed budget by $8,582 and transfer $3,370 
to the Personnel Replacement Fund. It therefore 
recommends $196,078 as the total for the proposed 
budget to be financed with funds from the Special 
Account for Technical Cooperation. In addition 
to this amount and the respective tangible ma- 
terials and services, it is expected that the proj- 
ect will have available 161,192 bolivars as the 
cash contribution of the host country. 

13. Project 29, Pan American Training Center 
for the Evaluation of Natural Resources. T 2 
period of operation of this project terminated on 
December 31, 1956, but was extended provision- 
ally when the project was included in the 1957 
Program. In the report that the committee pre- 
sented to I-A Ecosoc and that the latter approved 
in Resolution 13/57 on the future disposition 
of the projects of the Program, it was stated that, 
in accordance with the Bases for the Program, the 
transition period of the project will begin in 1958, 
subject to the satisfactory conclusion of the nego- 
tiations that are presently being carried out with 
the Government of Brazil. When the committee 
considered the budget of Project 29, it decided that 
the 1958 budget of Project 29 should be $105,043, 
that is, half the maximum budget of $210,086, 
if the Government of Brazil provides an equal 
amount. If the negotiations that are presently 
being carried out with the Government of Brazil 
are not satisfactorily concluded, the committee 
proposes that the whole problem be reviewed by 
the Council; but, in any case, the project should 
be financed by the Program during 1958, utilizing 
not more than $155,860 for this purpose. The com- 
mittee, in view of a recommendation of the Techni- 
cal Cooperation Board that took into account the 
offer of the Government of Argentina to have that 
country serve as the seat of such a course, gave 
approval to a short regional course on the evalua- 
tion of natural resources. It will be financed with 
300,000 Argentine pesos from the Special Account 
for Technical Cooperation. In addition to the 
tangible services and materials that the project 
has available, it will have at its disposal the 
amount that is definitely allocated to it from the 
funds of the Special Account for Technical Co- 
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operation. The cash contribution of the host 
country has been 600,000 cruzeiros annually. 

14. Project 39, Technical Education for the 
Improvement of Agriculture and Rural Life. Proj- 
ect 39 will continue operating in 1958 on a basis 
similar to that of 1957. When the committee 
considered the detailed budgets of the three zones 
and the Central Service Unit, it decided that, in 
order to reduce the total cost of the project, it 
should eliminate the items for postgraduate 
fellowships in all three zones. The Representative 
of El Salvador proposed at the meeting of the 
Technical Cooperation Board, and repeated the 
proposal to the committee, that the pertinent 
allocation be increased to enable the number of 
national courses in the Northern Zone to be ex- 
panded. The committee decided to study this 
matter carefully, with a view to duly presenting 
the appropriate recommendations to the Council. 
In this connection it points out that, for the first 
time, the number of national courses to be held in 
the Northern Zone in 1958 will be greater than the 
number of international courses. For its opera- 
tion in 1958, the project will have available 
$482,717 from the Special Account for Technical 
Cooperation, the tangible services and materials 
from Cuba, Peru, and Uruguay, respectively, and 
$6,000, that it expects to receive in cash from 
Cuba. 

15. Project 77, Pan American Foot and Mouth 
Disease Center. It was noted in paragraph 3 that 
the Technical Cooperation Board had made a spe- 
cial recommendation on Project 77, to the effect 
that its budget should be increased more than 
that of the other projects in order to enable the 
Center to carry out more intensive field tests of 
the foot and mouth disease vaccine. The Center 
has operated in previous years at a minimum 
level, owing to the lack of adequate funds, and 
its research activities have been handicapped by 
the lack of an adequate laboratory building and 
isolation stables. A representative of the cooperat- 
ing agency informed the committee that the pre- 
liminary results of the effort to obtain a perma- 
nent vaccine had been highly satisfactory and 
also that the Government of Brazil would place 
at the disposal of the Center during 1958 several 
isolation stables, whereby field research activities 
could be intensified. That government will con- 
tribute 15,000,000 cruzeiros for this purpose. 
In view of the foregoing, the committee decided 
to approve without change the budget of $324,526 
that had been recommended by the cooperating 
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agency. In addition to this amount, which will 
be financed with funds from the Special Account 
for Technical Cooperation, the project expects to 
have available the pertinent tangible services 
and materials and 1,800,000 cruzeiros as the cash 
contribution of the host country. 

16. When the committee reviewed the budget 
estimates for the Office of the Executive Director 
and the Technical Cooperation Board, it decided 
upon a reduction of $2,800 and transferred $3,000 
to the account ‘Funds in Currencies of Difficult 
Use’’. 

The recommended budget, with funds from the 
Special Account for Technical Cooperation, is 
as follows:

17. The committee recommends that the Coun- 
cil approve the budget estimates as presented in 
this report. It also suggests that the Council 
authorize it to review the status of the Program 
of Technical Cooperation before the end of 1957, 
in the light of the pledges that have been received 
for 1958, taking into account, too, any decision 
taken by the Council of the Oas on Project 22 and 
any information received with respect to the 
decision of the Government of Brazil on Project 
29. The committee would then present any perti- 
nent recommendations to the Council. 


The above report was discussed at the 
meeting of November 13, and the following 
resolution (20/57) was approved:

RESOLUTION ON THE LEAD AND ZINC 
TrapvE.—At the I-A Ecosoc meeting of 
December 12, 1957, the Representative of 
Uruguay presented a draft 


resolution 
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regarding certain proposed restrictions on 
the importing of lead and zinc, that had been 
introduced in the Congress of the United 
States. 

The draft resolution was discussed briefly 
and, on a motion made by the Representa- 
tive of Mexico, it was agreed to refer it to 
the Committee on Basic Products. The 
Council further agreed to meet on December 
19, to consider a report from that committee 
and take action on the draft resolution. 

At the December 19 meeting the Commit- 
tee on Basic Products presented a report! 
on its study of the Uruguayan resolution on 
lead and zinc. The committee reported that 
at its meeting of December 16 it had received 
another draft resolution on the same 
subject, presented by the Representative 
of Mexico. At that time the Representative 
of Uruguay stated that the draft resolution 
presented by Mexico included nearly all 
the points made in the Uruguayan resolution 
and he was agreeable to having the com- 
mittee use the Mexican resolution as a basis 
for its discussions. The committee made a 
number of amendments to this draft 
resolution and presented it, with its report, 
to I-A Ecosoc at the December 19 meeting. 

During the course of the meeting the 
Representatives of Bolivia, Mexico, and 
Peru made statements stressing the serious 
consequences to the economies of their 
countries, and other lead and zinc exporting 
countries, that would arise from increased 
restrictions by the United States on the 
importation of those metals. After further 
discussion the following resolution (21/57) 
was approved: 


The Inter-American Economic and_ Social 
Council, 

BEARING IN MIND, among others and in par- 
ticular, Resolutions LXV, LXVIII, LXXVI.2 
and LXXVIII.3 of the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference; the recommendation in Resolution

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43/54 of the Meeting of Ministers of Finance or 
Economy as the Fourth Extraordinary Meeting 
of the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council; and the first paragraph of the preamble 
to Resolution 44/54 and the third paragraph of 
the preamble to Resolution 45/54 of that Meeting; 
and also 

That among the principles and purposes men- 
tioned in the Economic Declaration of Buenos 
Aires there is a reiteration of the purpose of the 
governments of the member states of the Organiza- 
tion of American States to promote: 

The expansion of the volume of trade among 
themselves and with other nations, on a mutually 
advantageous basis, including the cooperative 
measures necessary to achieve this end; 

The reduction of barriers to inter-American 
and international trade, taking into account the 
measures that are necessary in the light of the 
economic conditions and requirements of each of 
the American states or of several of them among 
themselves; and 
CONSIDERING: 

That during the last session of the Congress 
of the United States of America several bills were 
introduced designed to restrict imports of lead 
and zinc, by replacing the tariff now imposed 
upon the importation of these commodities with 
much higher duties; 

That, moreover, on September 27, 1957, the 
Tariff Commission of the United States of America 
was requested to approve, and has under study, 
an increase in the duties on lead and zinc and the 
establishment of quotas, under Section 7 of the 
Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951; 

That, therefore, it is possible that measures 
will be adopted to impose higher duties, or quotas, 
or both, on imports of lead and zinc in the United 
States of America; 

That the commodities in question are basic to 
the economy of several Latin American countries, 
which have traditionally supplied them to the 
United States of America, whose market demands 
they have met effectively and unfailingly, espe- 
cially in periods in which the country has had a 
vital need of Latin American supplies; 

That the present drop in the world prices of 
lead and zine has had more severe effects on the 
economy of the Latin American countries that 
are exporters of these commodities than on the 
highly industrialized and diversified economy of 
the United States of America, and that the im- 
position of any of the proposed restrictions on the 
importation of lead and zinc in the latter would 
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have a seriously adverse effect on the economies 
of the former; 

That the principal and natural source of the 
funds that the Latin American countries count 
upon for their economic development is the trade 
in their basic products, and that, for several of 
those countries, exports of lead and zinc are im- 
portant items in their foreign-exchange revenue; 

That the reduced revenue that several of the 
Latin American countries would have, should the 
United States of America adopt the restrictions in 
question, would cause or aggravate problems such 
as imbalance in the balance of payments, inflation, 
and unemployment, with the consequent social 
aftereffects; 

That the imposition of restrictions of that na- 
ture would be out of harmony with the many 
resolutions adopted, both within the compass of 
the Organization of American States and in other 
international organizations, by virtue whereof 
the governments of the member countries have 
repeatedly declared their intention of reducing 
existing barriers to international trade, and to 
inter-American trade in particular, and recognized 
the desirability of not adopting measures that 
would interfere with the most effective possible 
use of the resources of particular regions; and 

That measures such as those analyzed in this 
document might have a profound effect on the 
free and normal movement of private capital from 
the United States of America to Latin America, 
because of the conditions of insecurity for such 
investments created by these threats of a restric- 
tion on trade, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To state that it views with alarm the pos- 
sibility that in the United States of America there 
might be increased restrictions on the importa- 
tion of lead and zinc, because of the serious harm 
that this measure would cause to the economies 
of the Latin American countries that tradition- 
ally produce and export these commodities. 

2. To stress the fact that the restrictions on 
the trade in lead and zinc to which this resolution 
refers would be at variance with the spirit of 
cooperation proclaimed within the inter-Ameri- 
can system. 

3. To request the Committee on Basic Prod- 
ucts of the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council to continue to study the status of trade in 

lead and zinc, and that it report on the matter 
whenever conditions so require. 


INTER-AMERICAN MEETING OF EXPERTS 
on STANDARDS.—This meeting, convoked by 
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the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council’ as a step toward the preparation 
of a code of technical standards, common 
to all the American republics, was held 
in Rio de Janeiro, from September 23 to 27, 
1957. It was attended by representatives 
from Argentina, Brazil, Colombia, the 
Dominican Republic, El Salvador, Hon- 
duras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, the 
United States, Uruguay, and Venezuela. 
There were also official delegations from the 
Organization of American States, the Inter 
American Statistical Institute, the Economic 
Commission for Latin America of the 
United Nations, and from national and 
international standards organizations, both 
public and private. 

The Provisional President of the meeting, 
Dr. Luiz Simédes Lopes, Chairman of the 
Brazilian Delegation, presided at the inaugu- 
ral session and was elected President of the 
meeting, by acclamation, at the first 
plenary session. 

The meeting considered the matters on 
the agenda approved by I-A Ecosoc® and 
approved the following resolutions: 


I 


ESTABLISHMENT OF NATIONAL 
STaNDARDS INSTITUTES 


WHEREAS: 

The Delegation of Argentina has submitted a 
statement on the problem of organizing and oper- 
ating national standards bodies in the various 
American countries and suggested practical steps 
to be taken to achieve the desired results; and 

The United States Delegation has submitted 
two statements containing several basic princi- 
ples which are consistent with the Argentine state- 
ment, 

THEREFORE: 

The Inter-American Meeting of Experts on 
Standards 
BELIEVES: 

That providing for competent technical per- 
sonnel, adequate technical equipment and facili- 
ties, and readily available sources of authentic

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technical information is of the utmost importance 
in the establishment of national standards bodies 
and national standards laboratories; and 
RECOGNIZING: 

That the importance of these fundamental 
elements to the proper establishment and success- 
ful operation of national standards bodies and 
national laboratories cannot be overemphasized, 
RECOMMENDS: 

1. That the Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council, in consultation with the Pan 
American Standards Committee, promote the 
establishment by the Pan American Standards 
Committee of a committee to initiate promptly 
the study of the entire matter and to prepare and 
make available to all the American countries, 
through the Council, a report with the objective 
of intensifying the organization and establish- 
ment of national standards agencies in those 
countries not now having them. The members of 
the proposed committee shall be chosen from 
among the existing standards agencies. The com- 
mittee shall invite, from technical elements repre- 
sentative of at least three countries not now 
having organized standards bodies, appropriate 
advisors to participate in its deliberations. 

2. That the Organization of American States 
inform the Pan American Standards Committee 
when it has accepted these recommendations. 
The Pan American Standards Committee will then 
proceed promptly to organize this committee. 

3. That the delegations to the meeting arrange 
to provide the committee with all data pertinent 
to the study, including, but not limited to, bib- 
liographies, technical papers, and reports on the 
standards work of their respective organizations.

PROMOTION OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF NATIONAL 
STANDARDS INSTITUTES 


The Inter-American Meeting of Experts on 
Standards 
REcoMMENDS to the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council: 

1. That it suggest to the Pan American Stand- 
ards Committee [Comité Panamericano de Normas 
Técnicas] that, in view of the fact that few coun- 
tries have standards agencies and therefore few 
are members of the committee, it revise the 
pertinent articles of its Statutes to enable it to be- 
come the Inter-American Standards Committee 
[Comité Interamericano de Normalizacién], and 
thus to promote the participation of all the coun- 
tries of the hemisphere in the committee, thereby 
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stimulating the creation and organization of 
national agencies in the American countries that 
do not yet have them. 

2. That it promote a cooperation agreement 
with the Pan American Standards Committee, 
so that the work program of the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council on standards will 
be carried out in direct collaboration with the 
above-mentioned committee.

PERMANENT ACTIVITIES IN THE 
FIELD OF STANDARDS 


WHEREAS: 

There is a need to intensify the cooperative 
efforts of the American states in the field of stand- 
ards; and 

The work program of the Department of Eco- 
nomic and Social Affairs of the Pan American 
Union should take into consideration the effective 
implementation of the recommendations and 
suggestions approved at this meeting, keeping in 
mind the training and exchange of the necessary 
technical personnel, 

The Inter-American Meeting of Experts on 
Standards 
RECOMMENDS: 

That the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council request the Council of the Organization 
of American States to provide the necessary means 
to enable the Department of Economic and Social 
Affairs to take care of matters relating to technical 
standards, on a permanent basis.

TRANSLATION OF TECHNICAL STANDARDS 


WHEREAS: 

The development and improvement of national 
standards in the American countries and the 
inter-American coordination of standards re- 
quire the greatest possible exchange of technical 
information; 

Such technical information and standards are 
generally available only in the language of the 
country of origin, thereby presenting a barrier to 
the free exchange and use thereof; and 

Although it recognized that accurate transla- 
tion of available technical information would be 
avery costly undertaking, the harm resulting from 
discrepancies and misunderstandings introduced 
through the use of incorrect and inaccurate trans- 
lations would be even greater in the application 
of such plans, 
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The Inter-American Meeting of Experts on 
Standards 
REcOMMENDS to the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council: 

1. That it suggest to the member states that 
they cooperate in developing procedures, in 
obtaining financial assistance to permit the trans- 
lation of the standards of the several countries 
into English, French, Spanish, and Portuguese, 
and in implementing such translation activities. 

2. That, in collaboration with the Pan Ameri- 
can Standards Committee and in accordance with 
the priorities it establishes, the Council prepare 
definite plans for the collective implementation 
of this recommendation, so that the translation 
of the standards most necessary to inter-American 
coordination in standardization may be made 
as promptly as possible; and that as soon as such 
plans have been prepared, they be transmitted to 
the countries for information and appropriate 
action.

STANDARDS AT THE INTER-AMERICAN LEVEL 


The Inter-American Meeting of Experts on 
Standards 
RECOMMENDS: 

To the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council that it request the Pan American Stand- 
ards Committee to study the standards that would 
be desirable at the inter-American level, prefer- 
ably those relating to nomenclature, symbology, 
and test methods; that, in the case of the raw 
materials that constitute the basis of trade, 
another study, simultaneous with the study at 
the national level, be prepared at the inter-Ameri- 
can level; and that the Council request the mem- 
ber states to base their trade treaties on the 
standards thus studied. 


VI 
Metric SystEM 


The Inter-American Meeting of Experts on 

Standards, 
RECOGNIZING the advantages of the metric system 
and realizing the great difficulty and expense in- 
volved in changing any national system of weights 
and measures that has been long in industrial use, 
RECOMMENDS to the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council: 

1. That it undertake to emphasize, in the 
several countries that have not adopted the metric 
system, the advantages of this system among 
educational, cultural, industrial, commercial, and

agricultural organizations and others concerned, 
and that it express the hope that, without im- 
pairing production in any country, progress may 
be made toward the extension of the use of the 
metric system, with its ultimate general adoption 
as a desirable goal. 

2. To this end, that it promote the establish- 
ment in the American states of a uniform set of 
tables of equivalents between metric units and 
other units of measurement, for use in production 
in all systems of selected goods and products.

Inter-American Council of Jurists 


PosTPONEMENT OF THE FourtTH MEETING 
oF THE CounciLt.—Resolution xvi of the 
Third Meeting of the Inter-American 
Council of Jurists accepted the offer of the 
Government of Chile to be host to the 
Fourth Meeting of the Council. 

On May 28, 1957, the Council of the 
Organization considered a note from the 
Representative of Chile and decided that the 
Fourth Meeting would be held during the 
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last two weeks of January 1958, in Santiago, 
Chile. On June 20, the Representative of 
Chile informed the Secretary General of the 
Oas that a number of important matters 
that should be included on the agenda of 
the Fourth Meeting were still being studied 
by the Inter-American Juridical Committee 
and the Chilean Government felt that a 
postponement of the meeting was warranted. 
He therefore requested the Council of the 
Organization to postpone the meeting 
until 1959. At its meeting of July 3, 1957, 
the Council referred the Chilean request to 
its Committee on Inter-American Con- 
ferences. 

On October 2, 1957, the committee 
submitted its report® to the Council of the 
Organization together with a draft resolution 
which was approved without change, 
reading as follows: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

HAVING SEEN: 

The report on the date of the Fourth Meeting 
of the Inter-American Council of Jurists, sub- 
mitted by the Committee on Inter-American 
Conferences, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To postpone the Fourth Meeting of the Inter- 
American Council of Jurists until the beginning 
of 1959, in accordance with the request made by 
the Representative of Chile in his note of June 20, 
1957. 

2. To suggest to the Government of Chile that 
the meeting be held during the last two weeks of 
January 1959, and request it to advise the Council 
in due time as to the opening date that would be 
most convenient. 

3. To transmit this resolution to the Inter- 
American Juridical Committee.

Election of Secretary General and Assistant 
Secretary General 


Articles 79 and 85 of the Charter of the 
Organization provide that the Council of 
the Oas shall elect a Secretary General and 
Assistant Secretary General of the Oas for 
a ten-year term. According to the Regula- 
tions of the Council the ten-year terms are 
to be computed from May 18, 1948. Dr. 
Alberto Lleras, of Colombia, was elected 
Secretary General on that date and Dr. 
William Manger, of the United States, was 
elected Assistant Secretary General. Dr. 
Lleras resigned his post effective August 1, 
1954, and was succeeded by Dr. Carlos 
Davila, of Chile. Dr. Davila served as 
Secretary General from August 1, 1954, to 
the time of his lamentable death on October 
19, 1955. On January 16, 1956, the Council 
of the Oas elected the then Ambassador of 
Uruguay, Dr. José A. Mora, to complete 
the unexpired term. Dr. Mora took office 
on April 2, 1956. 

On November 14, 1957, the Council of 
the Organization met to elect a Secretary 
General and Assistant Secretary General for 
the term May 1958 to May 1968. Prior to 
this meeting, Dr. William Manger had 
informed the Council that he would not 
be a candidate for re-election to the post of 
Assistant Secretary General. By a unani- 
mous vote Dr. Mora was elected Secretary 
General and Mr. William Sanders, of the 
United States, was elected Assistant Secre- 
tary General. 

Dr. Mora was born in Montevideo, 
Uruguay, on November 22, 1897. In 1925 he 


Social Science from the University of 
Montevideo, and entered the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs as second secretary of 
legation. From 1926 to 1931 he held the 
post of first secretary of the Legation in 
Spain, Portugal, Brazil, and the United 
States, successively. 

In 1931 Dr. Mora returned to Uruguay to 
become chief of the International Institutes 
Service of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
In the years following he began his long 
and distinguished career as Uruguay’s 
representative at many international con- 
ferences, 

From 1942 to 1944 he served as Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Bolivia. In 1945 he once 
again was back in Montevideo as Director of 
the Bureau of International Institutes, 
Congresses, and Conferences of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. He also took part in the 
United Nations Conference in San Francisco, 
and later was his country’s delegate to the 
second half of the First General Assembly 
of the UN. 

Dr. Mora’s second appointment to the 
United States came in 1946 when he was 
named Minister Plenipotentiary. In 1948 
he was Delegate Plenipotentiary to the 
Ninth International Conference of American 
States, at which the Charter of the Oas was 
approved, and became Uruguay’s Repre- 
sentative on the Council of the Organization, 
and that body’s first Vice Chairman. He 
continued to serve on the Council and, in 
addition, in 1951 was appointed Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the 
United States Government 

He was elected Chairman of the Council 


received the degree of Doctor of Laws and in November 1954 and held that post until 
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November 1955. As mentioned above, he 
was elected to fill the unexpired term of 
Secretary General, following the death of 
Dr. Carlos Davila. 

Mr. William Sanders, who was elected 
Assistant Secretary General on November 
14, 1957, was born in Durango, Mexico, on 
April 14, 1903. He is a graduate of Stanford 
University, Palo Alto, California; received 
his Master of Arts degree from the George 
Washington University, Washington, D. C.; 
his law degree from Columbus University, 
Washington, D. C.; and has studied at 
Oxford University, England. 

From 1929 to 1932 Mr. Sanders was 
associated with the International Telephone 
and Telegraph Corporation in New York. 
He practiced law from 1935 to 1936 and in 
1936 was appointed chief of the Juridical 
Division of the Pan American Union, serving 
in that capacity until 1940. In 1942 Mr. 
Sanders was attorney for the Coordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs. 

From 1945 to 1953 he held various posi- 
tions in the United States Department of 
State. Also during that time (1948-1953), he 
conducted a seminar in international law 
and organization at Georgetown University, 
in Washington. From 1953 to 1956 Mr. 
Sanders was Counselor and Deputy Chief of 
Mission in the American Embassy in 
Santiago, Chile. 

As United States representative on the 
Inter-American Council of Jurists since 
1949 Mr. Sanders has headed his country’s 
delegation to all meetings of that Council. 
He was a member of the United Nations 
Committee on Preparations for the Confer- 
ence on the Law of the Sea. 

At the time of his election as Assistant 
Secretary General Mr. Sanders was a 


Special Assistant to the Under Secretary of 
State. 

In the course of his long career in inter- 
American affairs Mr. Sanders has attended, 
either as delegate or as adviser, most of 
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the major conferences and meetings held 
by the Oas since 1942. 


Contract for Exchange of Notifications on 
Radio-broadcasting Frequencies 


At its meeting of July 3, 1957, the Council 
of the Organization considered a note from 
the Secretary General, dated June 24, in 
which he informed the Council that identical 
notes had been received from the Govern- 
ments of Cuba and the United States 
regarding the exchange of notifications of 
radio-broadcasting frequency assignments 
in the North American region. The two 
governments proposed that the Pan Ameri- 
can Union sign a contract with the Govern- 
ments of Canada, Cuba, the Dominican 
Republic, Haiti, Mexico, the United King- 
dom (in respect of the Bahama Islands and 
Jamaica), and the United States, under 
the terms of which the Pau would assume 
the function, on a cost reimbursement 
basis, of receiving such notifications and 
transmitting copies to all countries within 
the region. 

The notes from the Governments of Cuba 
and the United States were accompanied 
by a proposed contract and an annex, which 
the Secretary General included with his 
note to the Council. The Secretary General 
stated that, in his opinion, it would be 
advantageous to enter into such a contract, 
and he wished to ascertain the points of 
view of the members of the Council. 

The consensus of the members of the 
Council was that the proposed contract 
was acceptable and the Secretary General 
was authorized to sign it. 

The contract was signed at the Pan 
American Union, on December 20, 1957, by 
the Secretary General of the Oas, for the 
Pan American Union, and by the duly 
accredited representatives of Canada, Cuba, 
the Dominican Republic, Haiti, Mexico, 
the United Kingdom, and the United 
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States. The text of the contract, and the 
annex to it, are printed below. 


CONTRACT 
The Governments of the following countries, 
Canada,

make this Contract and agree as follows: 
1. Purpose of the contract 

The purpose of this contract is to provide on a 
cost reimbursement basis for the performance by 
the Pan American Union of the notification ex- 
change function for which’ provision is made in 
the enclosed Annex, and of related activities. 
2. Nature of the function 

The nature of the function to be performed is: 

a. The transmittal among the countries 
signatories to this contract of notifications 
concerning broadcasting stations in the 
band of frequencies extending from 535 
to 1605 ke/s, as follows: 

(1) New broadcasting station assign- 
ments or changes in existing broad- 
casting station assignments as well 
as specified supplementary informa- 
tion; 

(2) Deletions of broadcasting station 
assignments; and 

(3) Commencement or cessation of oper- 
ation of, and consummation of 
changes in, broadcasting stations. 

b. The periodic preparation and distribution 
of broadcasting assignment lists. 

c. The maintenance of files and records on 
all communications received and copies of 
communications transmitted. 

3. Execution of the function 

In the execution of the function the Pan Ameri- 
can Union agrees to follow the procedures set 
forth in the Annex hereto or any modifications 
therein that may be agreed upon by the interested 
countries; provided, however, that the Pan Ameri- 
can Union shall have indicated its ability to carry 
out the modified procedures within the figure for 
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total annual expenses agreed to pursuant to para- 
graph 4.b hereof. 
4. Administrative arrangements 

a. The Pan American Union, using the present 
staff and facilities of the former Inter-American 
Radio Office to the extent necessary for the pur- 
pose, shall make all arrangements for the per- 
formance of the function in Habana, Cuba. 

b. The total annual expenses for salaries, 
supplies, services and any other costs shall not 
exceed $19,000, unless a higher figure is agreed 
upon by two thirds of the countries parties to the 
contract. 

ce. The Pan American Union shall prepare as 
frequently as deemed necessary and send to each 
of the signatory governments a financial statement 
on the cost of performance of the function, to- 
gether with a bill for its proportionate share of the 
total expenses. The Pan American Union shall 
also prepare annual audited financial reports on 
the receipts and expenditures of the office. 

d. Distribution of the expenses shall be made 
on the following basis:

e. The signatory governments agree to make 
prompt payment, subject to the legislative pro- 
cedures of each government, of their proportion- 
ate share of the total cost upon receipt of each 
bill from the Pan American Union. 

f. The signatory governments agree to transfer 
to the Pan American Union $19,000 cash from the 
residual assets of the Inter-American Radio 
Office as well as the furniture and fixtures and the 
Retirement Fund on hand as of the date of trans- 
fer. These assets shall be accounted for separately 
by the Pan American Union and shall be used for 
the sole purpose of performing the function de- 
scribed in paragraph 2 above pending receipt of 
payments as provided in paragraph 4.e above. 
The cash amount on deposit with the Pan Ameri- 
can Union may be modified with the agreement of 
two thirds of the countries parties to this contract 
and of the Pan American Union. Upon termination 
of this contract pursuant to paragraph 6.a, or 
withdrawal of one or more governments pursuant 
to paragraph 6.b, these assets shall be returned 
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to the appropriate government or governments, 
in accordance with the distribution set forth in 
paragraph 4.d hereof, it being understood and 
agreed that the amount refunded to each govern- 
ment would take into account unpaid bills owed 
by each government for services rendered. 

5. Amendment 

One or more of the parties to this contract 
may request consultation with the other parties 
for the purpose of revising the terms thereof. 

6. Withdrawal 

a. The Pan American Union, on the one hand, 
and the signatory governments acting collectively, 
on the other hand, shall have the right to termi- 
nate this contract by giving notice of termination. 
The tcrmination shall take effect four months 
after the date on which the notice of termination 
is received by the party to which it is given. 

b. Each signatory government shall have the 
right to withdraw from this contract by com- 
municating to the Pan American Union a notice 
of withdrawal. Such a withdrawal may also be 
made by any signatory government in respect of 
any territory for whose international relations 
the signatory government is responsible and which 
has a separate broadcasting administration, and, 
upon entry into force of such a withdrawal, that 
signatory government shall cease to be a party 
in respect of the territory to which notice of 
withdrawal relates. The Pan American Union 
shall, upon receipt of any such notice of with- 
drawal, notify the other signatory governments 
thereof. The withdrawal shall take effect solely 
with respect to the government giving the notice, 
four months after the date on which such notice 
is received by the Pan American Union. 

c. This contract shall be effective as of January 
1, 1958. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the Secretary General 
of the Organization of American States and the 
respective representatives of the governments 
concerned sign this contract, in the English, 
French, and Spanish languages, of which the 
Pan American Union shall furnish authentic 
copies thereof to all the signatories.

MEMORANDUM ON PROCEDURES GOVERNING THE 
HANDLING OF THE NOTIFICATION EXCHANGE FUNC- 


TION, REFERRED TO IN PARAGRAPH 2 oF 
THE CONTRACT 
1. All notifications, objections and _ other 


communications upon receipt shall be stamped 
with the date and hour of receipt and assigned 
a serial number based on the order of receipt. 

2. The Pan American Union shall not later 
than on the next business day after receipt of any 
communication: 

a. Advise the sending government by letter 
of such receipt, the date and hour thereof, 
the serial number assigned thereto and such 
other information as may be necessary; and 

b. Transmit a copy of such communication, 
when it deals with notifications and ob- 
jections thereto, to each of the govern- 
ments of the North American region, and 
in other cases only to the interested sig- 
natory governments. In each case a copy of 
the acknowledgment of receipt to the send- 
ing government shall be attached. 

c. All notifications, objections and communi- 
cations in connection therewith should be 
transmitted by registered mail. 

3. The Pan American Union shall file in an ap- 
propriate manner all communications received and 
copies of communications transmitted. It shall 
establish and maintain an accurate, up-to-date, 
and detailed system of registration records with 
respect to all such communications. Such records 
shall include a serial number based on the order of 
receipt, the date of such receipt, the registered 
mail number, the name of the government or coun- 
try sending the communication, a brief description 
of its nature and contents, the date on which re- 
ceipt was acknowledged to the sending goyern- 
ment, the dates on which the communication was 
transmitted to the other governments, and ap- 
propriate cross-references to notifications, objec- 
tions, or other communications related to the com- 
munication thus recorded. All communications 
sent shall be recorded in the same manner.

ORGANIC STATUTES OF THE INSTITUTE.— 
The Sixth General Assembly of the Pan 
American Institute of Geography and 
History, held in Mexico City, from July 25 
to August 6, 1955, adopted new Organic 
Statutes for the Institute. These Statutes 
are a revision of those adopted at the 
Fifth General Assembly, held in 1950. The 
1955 text is printed below. 


ORGANIC STATUTES OF THE PAN AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE OF GEOGRAPHY 
AND HISTORY 


PURPOSES OF THE INSTITUTE 


ArTICLE 1. The Pan American Institute of 
Geography and History is a Specialized Organiza- 
tion of the Organization of American States. Its 
purposes are to encourage, coordinate, and publi- 
cize geographic, historical, and cartographic 
studies and those dealing with related sciences, 
and to initiate and execute studies or research 
assignments of this character requested by the 
member states. In addition, it is charged with 
promoting cooperation with American organiza- 
tions interested in these fields of activity, includ- 
ing specifically cooperation among geographic, 
historical, and cartographic institutes of the mem- 
ber states. No work of a political or sectarian 
nature shall be undertaken. 


MEMBERS 


ARTICLE 2. Only American states may be mem- 
bers of the Institute. 

ArticLE 3. The member states of the Institute 
may withdraw from it at any time by giving one 
year’s notice; but, in that event, they shall pay 
the quotas due, including those for the current 
year, and, if they should so desire, they shall be 
readmitted. 


ORGANIZATION 


ARTICLE 4. The Institute shall consist of the 
following organs: 
a. The General Assembly; 
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b. The Directing Council; 

c. The Commissions and their committees; 
d. The National Sections; and 

e. The General Secretariat. 


VoTING 

ARTICLE 5. At ary meeting of an organ of the 
Institute that requires a formal vote for adoption 
of decisions, such decisions shall be taken by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting, 
exclusive of abstentions, unless the Statutes 
specify otherwise. During the intervals between 
meetings of the organs of the Institute, their mem- 
bers may be consulted by appropriate means of 
communication. 


THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


ARTICLE 6. The General Assembly, as the su- 
preme deliberative organ of the Institute, shall 
determine the scientific, administrative, and finan- 
cial policies of the organization. It shall likewise 
take cognizance through the President of the 
Institute, the Secretary General, and the Chair- 
men of the Commissions, of the activities carried 
out by the other organs of the Institute since the 
meeting of the preceding Assembly. It shall formu- 
late the programs to be executed prior to its next 
meeting and, while it is in session, replace the 
Directing Council and assume its functions. 

ARTICLE 7. The General Assembly consists of 
the delegations appointed by the member states. 
Each of these delegations is entitled to one vote at 
meetings of the Assembly. The member states may 
invite the scientific institutions within their re- 
spective jurisdictions to send representatives, en- 
titled to voice, to attend the meetings and submit 
papers. 

ARTICLE 8. Decisions of the General Assembly 
on technical matters shall be taken by majority 
vote of the delegations present at the particular 
session, exclusive of those who abstain. Decisions 
of the General Assembly on financial and adminis- 
trative matters shall be taken by majority vote of 
all the member states, except those relating to the 
establishment of a maximum limit on the total 
annual quota contributions. These shall require 
for adoption the affirmative vote of two thirds of 
the member states. 

ARTICLE 9. The General Assembly shall meet 
every four years and shall determine the place of 
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the next meeting. The date of the General Assem- 
bly shall be fixed by the government of the country 
where the meeting is to be held, after consultation 
with the President of the Institute and the Council 
of the Organization of American States. Special 
meetings of the Assembly shall be called by the 
President of the Institute at the request of a ma- 
jority of the member states. 

ARTICLE 10. The government of the country 
where the next meeting is to be held shall appoint, 
a reasonable time in advance, a Preparatory Com- 
mittee, which shall take charge of the arrange- 
ments for the said Assembly, with the cooperation 
of the Directing Council and the Secretary Gen- 
eral. 

ARTICLE 11. The draft agenda for each General 
Assembly shall be drawn up by the Directing 
Council in accordance with the procedure set 
forth in Article 19.12 of these Statutes. This agenda 
shall be transmitted by the host government to the 
other member states, and by the Institute to its 
members and to the Council of the Organization of 
American States for consideration, six months in 
advance of the meeting. The member states shall 
be informed of the preliminary agenda at least two 
months prior to the meeting. 

ARTICLE 12. The Assembly shall not consider 
any topic that does not appear on its agenda, ex- 
cept with the assent of two thirds of the delega- 
tions. 

ARTICLE 13. Each General Assembly shall elect 
its own officers pursuant to these Statutes. The 
General Assembly shall establish its permanent 
rules of procedure, subject to any changes ap- 
proved by two thirds of the member states as the 
special topics of each meeting require. 


THe PRESIDENT AND THE VICE-PRESIDENTS 
OF THE INSTITUTE 


ARTICLE 14. The General Assembly shall elect 
the President, the Vice-President, and the Alter- 
nate Vice-President of the Institute. These per- 
sons shall hold office until the next meeting of the 
Assembly. They may not succeed themselves and 
shall be selected from nationals of different states. 

The Secretary General shall be elected by the 
General Assembly in conformity with the provi- 
sions of Article 23. 


THE DIREcTING CoUNCIL 


ARTICLE 15. During the intervals between 
meetings of the General Assembly, its functions 
with respect to the administrative part of Institute 
activities shall be discharged by the Directing 


Council. 


ArTICcLE 16. The Directing Council shall be 
composed of the representatives of the govern. 
ments of the member states of the Institute, who 
shall be preferably the Chairmen of the respective 
National Sections. 

The President and the Vice-President of the 
Institute shall be Chairman and Vice-Chairman, 
respectively, of the Directing Council, and the 
Chairmen of the Commissions shall be ez officio 
members thereof. 

These officers shall have the right of voice only, 
unless they are also representatives of their 
governments, in which case they shall also have 
the right of vote. 

The Secretary General of the Institute shall 
act as Secretary of the Directing Council. 

ARTICLE 17. The Directing Council shall meet 
annually, upon convocation by its Chairman. The 
Chairman shall convene special meetings at the 
request of one third of the member states. 

The representatives of nine of the member 
states of the Directing Council shall constitute a 
quorum, and all its decisions shall be taken by 
majority vote of the representatives participating 
in the meeting. 

The regular meetings of the Directing Council 
shall be held at the seat of the Institute or wher- 
ever the Council itself decides. 

ArTICLE 18. The agenda for the meetings of 
the Directing Council shall be prepared by the 
Secretary General of the Institute after consulta- 
tion with the Chairmen of the Commissions of the 
Institute and with the National Sections. 

ArTICLE 19. The functions of the Directing 
Council are: 

(1) To see that the resolutions and decisions 

of the General Assembly are carried out;

(4) To approve the budget submitted pur- 
suant to Article 38 and to fix the annual 
quota contributions of the member 
states; 

(5) To decide on the execution of the annual 
program of scientific activities drawn up 
by the Commissions and coordinated at 
the earlier meeting referred to in Article 
38. In case of conflict, it shall be its 
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responsibility to decide which projects 
should have priority; 


(6) To appoint external auditors to examine 


the accounts of the Institute;

sary, make decisions with respect to the 
arrangements with private institutions, 
governments, and international organiza- 
tions proposed by the Commissions or the 
Secretary General, subject to the terms 
of the Agreement between the Institute 
and [the Council of the] Organization of 
American States; 

To establish the special committees that 
are considered necessary for the success- 
ful conduct of the activities of the In- 
stitute with respect to matters within 
the competence of more than one Com- 
mission. These special committees shall 
be composed of specialists designated 
by the National Sections of the member 
states selected for the purpose by the 
Directing Council from those suggested 
by the respective Commissions. 

The activities of the special commit- 
tees shall be subject to the approval of 
the Directing Council; 

To transmit to the Council of the Or- 
ganization of American States an annual 
report on the progress of the activities 
of the Institute, including a report on its 
financial operations; 

To study the report on the activities 
carried out by the Institute since the 
preceding Assembly, prepared by the 
Secretary General for the information of 
the General Assembly; 

To submit to the General Assembly, for 
consideration, recommendations on mat- 
ters within the latter’s competence; 

To draw up, after receiving the reports 
of the Commissions, the draft agenda for 
the General Assembly, which shall be 
sent by the Secretary General to the 
governments so that they may make 
observations thereon. The draft agenda, 
together with the observations received, 
shall be transmitted to the member states 
by the Secretary General, in collabora- 
tion with the Preparatory Committee, 
as a preliminary agenda. This prelimi- 
nary agenda shall be submitted to the 
General Assembly for definitive ap- 
proval; 
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(13) To approve the organization and the 
regulations of the General Secretariat; 

(14) To draw up its own rules of procedure, 
pursuant to the provisions of these 
Statutes; and 

(15) To appoint the Secretary General should 
the office become vacant in the interval 
between Assemblies. 

ARTICLE 20. The Directing Council may not 
authorize research or publication programs deal- 
ing with any scientific activity that have not been 
presented previously by one of the technical 
Commissions of the Institute through the Secre- 
tary General. 


THE GENERAL SECRETARIAT 


ARTICLE 21. The General Secretariat shall func- 
tion in the city where the Institute is located, in 
order to assist in the coordination of the activities 
of the organs of the Institute, the execution of the 
decisions adopted, and the most effective opera- 
tion of the said organs. 

ARTICLE 22. A Secretary General shall direct 
the General Secretariat, subject to the supervision 
and ultimate authority of the Directing Council 
of the Institute. The Secretary General shall re- 
side in the country where the Institute has its 
seat. 

ARTICLE 23. The Secretary General shall be 
elected by the General Assembly for a term of not 
more than four years and may not be re-elected 
or be succeeded by anyone of the same nationality. 
He should be a person of internationally recog- 
nized technical ability in any of the fields in which 
the Institute specializes and be competent to per- 
form the duties of his office. 

ARTICLE 24. The duties of the General Secre- 
tariat are: 

(1) To provide liaison between the organs of 
the Institute and its member states; 

(2) To appoint the necessary personnel for 
the operation of the General Secretariat 
within the budget appropriations set for 
that purpose by the Directing Council. 
An effort should be made to have these 
appointments cover nationals of the 
various member states; 

(3) To prepare the agenda [for meetings] of 
the Directing Council pursuant to Arti- 
cle 18; 

(4) To submit a report to the Directing 
Council, and to present such other re- 
ports as are requested by the Council or 
provided for in the Financial Regula- 
tions. The report shall include an annual

statement of the receipts and expendi- 

tures of the Institute for the year covered 

by the report; 

To transmit to the Directing Council the 

consolidated annual budget estimates 

(Article 38), and to see that the accounts 

and status of funds of the Institute and 

its Commissions are audited annually, 
pursuant to Article 19.6 and the Finan- 
cial Regulations; 

To carry out the recommendations of the 

General Assembly and the Directing 

Council and those referred to it by the 

Commissions, and to promote, in the 

name of the Institute, compliance with 

such recommendations on the part of 
the member states; 

To publish the nontechnical papers trans- 

mitted to it, for that purpose, by the 

General Assembly, the Directing Council, 

and the Commissions; 

To compile and transmit to the govern- 

ments and the National Sections the min- 

utes of the Directing Council and of the 
various Commissions that so request; 

To assist the host governments and Pre- 

paratory Committees in organizing the 

meetings of the General Assemblies and 
those of the various Commissions; 

(10) To assist the secretariats of the Assem- 
blies and Commissions in the perfor- 
mance of their work; 

(11) To supervise the organization and work 
of the library, and to ensure the proper 
care of the library and also the preserva- 
tion of technical instruments of any kind 
located at the seat of the Institute; 

(12) To coordinate, in agreement with the 
Commissions, the publications program 
and to collaborate with them in the dis- 
tribution of such publications; and 

(13) To discharge all other functions assigned 
to it by the General Assembly and the 
Directing Council. 
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THE CoMMISSIONS AND THEIR COMMITTEES 


ARTICLE 25. The Institute shall carry on its 
scientific work through the Commissions on 
Geography, History, and Cartography, and such 
other Commissions as are created by a two-thirds 
vote of the General Assembly. 

ARTICLE 26. Each Commission shall be com- 
posed of the representatives designated by the 
governments of the member states, each of which 
is entitled to appoint also one alternate. These 
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national members shall be persons of recognized 
competence in the specialized fields of the Com- 
missions to which they have been designated and, 
insofar as possible, they shall be selected from 
among persons who occupy, in their respective 
countries, posts related to such fields. 

ARTICLE 27. Each Commission shall elect its 
own Chairman and Vice-Chairman for a term of 
four years or until the first meeting following the 
expiration of the four-year period. The Chairman 
and the Vice-Chairman may be re-elected. 

In the event that a new Commission is estab- 
lished, the General Assembly shall designate an 
Interim Chairman to act as such until the new 
Commission has met and elected its own officers. 

ARTICLE 28. The Commission Chairmen shall 
work in cooperation with the General Secretariat 
and shall inform it of the work of their respective 
Commissions. The Chairman of each Commission 
shall appoint its Secretary. 

ARTICLE 29. Each Commission shall establish 
the committess that are necessary for the success- 
ful conduct of its activities, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Directing Council at its next meeting. 
The Chairman, upon recommendation of the re- 
spective national member, shall appoint the mem- 
bers of those committees for terms that shall not 
exceed four years, or until the first meeting of the 
respective Commission following the expiration 
of the stipulated period. The committee members 
who are appointed in this way shall serve as in- 
dividuals and not as representatives of their 
governments. 

ARTICLE 30. Each Commission shall hold a 
Consultation at intervals ranging from one to two 
years, if possible. Before convening, the Commis- 
sions shall consult with the Directing Council, 
which shall, if possible, coordinate the plans for 
the Consultations of the various Commissions in 
such a way that they will meet at the same time 
and place. Consultations shall be held by all the 
Commissions simultaneously with each General 
Assembly, and they shall be included in the Gen- 
eral Assembly as integral parts thereof. 

ARTICLE 31. Each Commission shall submit to 
the Directing Council, once a year, a report on its 
activities during the past year and its plans for the 
forthcoming period. The said report shall also 
include a statement of receipts and expenditures, 
together with the budget estimates for the follow- 
ing year, in conformity with the Financial Regula- 
tions adopted by the General Assembly. 

ARTICLE 32. Each Commission shall formulate 
its own rules of procedure in conformity with these 
Statutes.

THE NATIONAL SECTIONS 


ARTICLE 33. It shall be the duty of the National 
Sections of the Institute to facilitate, coordinate, 
and publicize, in their respective countries, studies 
made by the Institute, on geography, history, 
cartography, and allied sciences, and also to sub- 
mit for consideration by the other organs of the 
Institute any matter coming within the jurisdic- 
tion of such organs. 

ArTICLE 34. The National Sections shall be 
composed of the persons appointed by the govern- 
ments of the member states as their representa- 
tives on the respective Commissions. 

ARTICLE 35. Each National Section shall pro- 
pose its own Chairman to its government, but 
should the Section fail to agree, this officer shall be 
appointed by the respective government. Each 
National Section shall draw up, in conformity with 
the present Statutes, its own rules of procedure 
and shall also designate the member who will sub- 
stitute for the Chairman during any temporary 
absence of the latter. 

ARTICLE 36. Other functions of the National 
Sections are: 

(1) To request their respective governments 
to carry out the resolutions and the recom- 
mendations of the General Assemblies 
and the Directing Council; 

(2) To advise their respective governments 
on geographic, historical, and carto- 
graphic matters with which the Institute 
is concerned; and 

(3) To present annual reports of their activi- 
ties to the Directing Council of the In- 
stitute. 


FINANCES 


ARTICLE 37. The Institute shall be financed by 
the annual quota contributions of the member 
states as determined annually by the Directing 
Council, the total amount of which shall not ex- 
ceed the maximum limit fixed by the General 
Assembly in accordance with Articles 8 and 40 of 
the present Statutes. 

The quota contributions shall be levied on the 
the following basis:

The Institute may accept supplementary con- 
tributions from member states and also donations 
and bequests from individuals or institutions for 
purposes that are in accord with the aims of the 
Institute. Special accounts shall be set up for such 
funds. 

ARTICLE 38. The Secretary General shall sub- 
mit the budget estimates for the General Secre- 
tariat and the Commissions to the member states 
and to the Council of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States at least two months prior to the annual 
meeting of the Directing Council. 

At a meeting held prior to the annual meeting 
of the Directing Council, at which the President 
of the Institute, the Chairmen of Commissions, 
and the Secretary General shall be present, the 
general budget estimates of the Institute shall be 
prepared. This advance meeting shall be held 
seven days prior to that of the Directing Council 
and its purpose shall be to endeavor, with the 
cooperation of the President of the Institute, to 
coordinate the budget estimates prepared by the 
Commissions, and also to endeavor, with the par- 
ticipation of the Secretary General, to coordinate 
the budget estimates of the General Secretariat 
with those of the Commissions, with a view to 
preparing the above-mentioned general budget 
estimates, which will finally be presented to the 
Directing Council for consideration. In approving 
the general budget of the Institute, the Directing 
Council shall bear in mind that the proportion of 
the funds appropriated for the technical activities 
of the Commissions should be considerably greater 
than that applied to the administrative support of 
the Institute. 

ARTICLE 39. The funds of the Institute shall be 
deposited to its account in banks in the cities 
where the Institute, the Commissions, and the 
committees have their respective seats. 

ARTICLE 40. The Directing Council shall, at its 
last meeting prior to each regular General Assem- 
bly, present to the member states a recommenda- 
tion relative to the maximum limit of the total 
annual quota contributions for the intervals be- 
tween the next two Assemblies. 
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On the basis of that recommendation the Assem- 
bly shall fix the maximum limit of the total annual 
quota contributions that is to be in effect until the 
next meeting of the General Assembly. 

ARTICLE 41. In the event that one or several 
governments request the Institute to undertake a 
special study or project, the said study or project 
shall be financed by the interested government or 
governments. 

AMENDMENT OF THE STATUTES 

ARTICLE 42. These Statutes may be revised or 
amended by the General Assembly, with the ap- 
proval of two thirds of the member states. Pro- 
posals for amendment thereof shall be transmitted 
by the Institute to the governments of the member 
states at least four months prior to the convening 
of the Assembly. 

OFFICIAL TEXT 

ARTICLE 43. These Statutes shall be issued in 
the four official languages of the Institute: Eng- 
lish, French, Portuguese, and Spanish. In case of 
doubt, the Spanish text shall govern the interpre- 
tation. 


TRANSITORY ARTICLE 


Pursuant to Articles 14 and 23 of the Statutes, 
it is the General Assembly that should appoint the 
Secretary General of the Institute. In view of the 
brief period between the approval of the amended 
text and the closing session of this Sixth Assembly, 
the General Assembly on this occasion delegates 
such authority to the Directing Council of the 
Institute, so that the Council, in the exercise of 
this authority, shall be entrusted with this task 
at its first meeting. 


Inter-American Commission of Women 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE ORGANIC 
STATUTE OF THE COoMMISSION.—At its 
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Twelfth Assembly, held in June 1957, the 
Inter-American Commission of Women 
approved Resolution xv, proposing several 
amendments to its Organic Statute and 
transmitting the proposed text to the 
Council of the Organization of American 
States.’ 

In accordance with the resolution, the 
Chairman of the Commission transmitted 
the proposed amendments to the Council 
of the Oas, which took note of them at its 
meeting of September 18, 1957, and referred 
them to its Committee on Inter-American 
Organizations for study. 

On November 6, 1957, the committee 
presented a report? on the proposed amend- 
ments to the Organic Statute of the Com- 
mission of Women. The committee suggested 
some changes that it felt would clarify the 
proposed amendments. 

The Council of the Oas considered the 
committee report and passed a resolution 
approving the observations and suggestions 
of the Committee on Inter-American Organi- 
zations and transmitting the committee’s 
report to the Inter-American Commission of 
Women so that the observations contained 
in it might be considered by the Thirteenth 
General Assembly of the Commission, to 
be held in 1958.
